SHS WAR AND ITS LESSONS. 

The changes taking place in the sit- 
uation in South Africa during’ the 
last week of March and the first week 
of April are startling, not to say stun-

ming. In the early part of 
occurred a succession of Brilisi 


cesses which were taken to indicate

that the war has passed iis critical 
point for the British cause, and that 
theve only remained the pacification of 
the hostile States. With this idea in 


mind, the self-complacency of 
British poople, which had been severe- 
ly shikon during the previous three 


the 


or four months, began to resume 
sway. and ali the lessons which had 
boen taught by the disasters of the 


jpreceding campaigns were being rap- 
idly forgotien. Even General Rob- 
erts himself seems to have been mis- 
taken as tov the true condiiotn of af- 
Either he was misled, or he has 
with new 


fairs. 
been brouzht face to face 
ideas and new generalship, for which 
be was not prepared. Only two weeks 
ago the British in the Free 
Staite were busily occupied in accepting 
the surrender oc large pariies of 
Bors, taking possession of their arms 
and bending them back, so it was sup- 
fpoced, to their farms. Towns were 
bcing garrisoned with small detach- 
ments of British troops and Com- 
tMmandant Olivier with 5,009 men was 
rtupposed to be retreating north from 
Rouxviils to Wyrberg, with a very 
samall chanes of his getting there, as 
it was expested he would be cut 6f 
by th> Biich fox2s from B’o2mfon- 
tein. So far from Olivier and his five 
theuczand men being cut of, a2, hary- 
ing retreated to Wynberg, it ap- 
‘psrars ‘that he has been re-inforced 
from th> north, that the Bozy Com- 
mandocs who gave up their arms and 
qwore allegiance to Her Majesty are 
again in the field, as well on better 
eirm:d than ever. The British instead 
of being on the attack are on the de- 
fensive at all points, and in two battles 
in one week have lost over cne ihou- 
éeand mon, mostly prisoners. 

There was a time in the. covrsx a7 
this war when criticism would have 
been dangerous. Thanks to the num- 
ber of British troops now available 
and to the genius of Lords Robertstand 
xitchener no one hag or can have, 
wmy doubt as to the ontcome. It. 
therefore, seems to be a proper time 
to draw conclesions from events 
they occur, which may be usefu! in 
meeting future events. We do no 
need now to shui our eyes to our, own 


forear 
L0TCces 


as 


mistakes and failures. We should 
rather take notice of them, discuss 


them, see how they occurred and see 
how they can be avoided. A great 
deal of fun has been made of the’ arm- 
chair critic of military operations, but 
it is the armchair critic, the man at 
home, who pays for the show, who sup- 
plies the money and the men to carry 
it on; and who hasa bettenricht than 
he to say whether matters are going 
to his satisfaction or not, and who 
should mors fully inform himself as 
te how maiters are going, than the 
man who has to pay? There can baino 
dcubt that Lord Roberts was mistaken 
in the measures which he took for the 
{peqcification of the Free State. It was 
not by treating the then beaten Boers 
with leniency, dealing with them as 
thildren who had been misled, that he 


might truly hope te pacify the Free 
Stnie. There are many things con- 
nected with the intricacies of civiliza- 


tion of which the Boers are not aware. 
For this lack of knowledge they are 
called ignorant, but they know their 
own minds, they are people of a pur- 
poss, they did not go into this -war 
lightly or unknowingly, they went in 
intending to win, and so far they have 
not had any too serious reason for be- 
lieving that they cannot win. They 
have shown a st rength and tenacity 
of ipurpose in defeat as well asim suc- 
fess that is worthy of the best fradi- 
tions of the most advanced peoples, 
and when Lord Roberts supposed that 
because even of the succession of de- 
feats sustained between Kimberley 
and Bloomfontein that, therefore, they 
were prepired to give up the st rug- 
gle, he was mistaken, and subsequent 
events proved that it was a “very cost- 
ly mistake. Had the men whom Lord 
Roberts dis-armed been retained as 
p:i ozers 0° waz, it is not probabla that 
the British army would have had tdla- 
ment the loss of a thousand men in 
one week, as they have done. Not only 
would the fighting Strength of the 
Boers have been reduced by the num- 
ber of mer thus held, but those who 
were hela would have been to 
extent hostages for the rest. W hat- 
ever good qualities the Boers have, 
and they have many, which are most 
admirable and worthy examples, they 
are certainly not governed by the 
Same ideas of honor which prevail 
amongst British people: in other 
words, they are essentially treacher- 
ous, and when Lord Roberts under- 
took to deal with them ag though an 
oath with them was the same as an 


oath given by an Englishman, he 


some 


was simply hagely mistak 
this mistake which led to his’p 
small jgarrisons at diff ent ise 
throughout the Free State, and this 
again which gave the possibility of 
the Boers concentrating in consi 


erable bodies and picking up these de-: 


tachments one after the other as fhey 


have ‘done. . ate. 


While Lord Roberts’ mistake_was in 
the first instance a civil, rather than 
a military one, the same cannot be 
said of the officers in charge of the 
detachments which have suffered dis- 
acter. This is a delicate subject and 
one which should not be lightly spoken 
a7, out it is one which has become so 
pressinzly prominent that even the 
London “Times” is compelled to take 
it up and discuss it in strong terms. 
The stories of the disasters which have 
Gecurred under Lord Roberts have a 
close resemblance in all important 
particulars to ail the others disasters 
which have occurred to the British 
since the beginning of the war. They 
have occurred not by reason of the 
lack of courage or of military ability 
of ‘the British soldier, but by the lack 
of knowledge of military matters as 
they are of the officers in charge. It 
is a terrible thing to say, but the{ facts 
pppear to bear it out, that it is diffi- 
cult, almost to the limit of impossi- 
bility, to get a British officer who fs 
sompetent to take charge of an iso- 
tated force in the face of an enemy! bo 
resourceful as the Boers. There seems 
to be an absolute jack of resource on 
the part of the officers under any; and 
all circumstances, which can only be 
«characterized as ignorance of the pro- 
fession they have adopted as 
a life study. This is a serious condi- 
tian in which the British army finds 
itselZ, and it is weli that the discovery 
has been made in tne faice of & (foe 
who can be overwhelmed by numbers. 
It is well that the lesson has been 
written so deeply as it has; and even 
that it has been repeated under the 
“management of Lord Roberts, so that 
it shall be known that even the ten- 
ius of a commanding officer cannot 
atone for the lack cf ability in~ his 
‘ubordinates. Clearly there must be 
a re-organization gmongsgt the of- 
‘ioers of the British army before it 
is able to face its match in fumbers 
in tho field. This fact is emphasized 
all the more gveaily by the difference 
which is shown when representatives 
of th> navy are brought jnto action 

eilongside those of the army. Where- 

ever the naval men have been brought 

‘orward they have filled the bill, they 

have done all that was required of 

them, they have never failed in any 
case, although operating on an ele, 
ment with which they are not famil- 
iar. There must be something in the 
navy superior to that of the army 
which brings about such very ynuch 
better results. The difference is that 
in the navy a man becomes an Offiver 
by rising from the bottom rank of{mid- 
ehipman. His progress depends upon 
his ability and he cannot become an 
affieer unless he is fit to held/the posi- 
tion after he gets it. He igs an ffi- 
cer because he understands his busi- 
ness as an officer. In the army while 
nominwly po ition is given by promo- 
tion according to seniority and merit, 
asa matter of fact it ignot. It is stat- 
ed on good authority that the pay of 
an army officer ‘is not sufficient to an- 
able him to provide his share in the 
regimental mess. In other words, he 
must fhave a very considerable income, 
independent of his pry, or he cannot as- 
sociate with his brother Cfficers ~ 
which simply means that he cannot 
! ba an officer unless he is a man at 
wealth. This “then further means 
that wealth is the consideration rath- 
er than military abiiity; and the re- 
sult is that we have in the British 
atmy among British army officers, a 
very high-class social club, but very 
low class military ability. ‘There may 
have been a time when mere animal 
courage was all that was necessary 
in an army officer. With the 


which 


im- 
provement in modern weapons, as 
thoroughly prover in this war, that 


time thas gone by, and_an officer fo be 
anything ‘but a danger to the men’ un- 
der him, and a danger to the cause 
whicn he is fighting in, must be a 
man of intelligence and must under- 
stand his trade, especially under the 
conditions dictated by the enemy. It 
is well if the reverses which have'been 
suffered by the British army in this 
war have demonstrated this fact so 
strongly as to compel a re-organiza- 
tion oi the officers of the army on the 
basis which prevails in the Navy. This 
feature of the case is brought home 
very strongly to the Canadians by the 
more recent accounis of the battle of 
Paardeberg. From these accounts it 
appears that the great loss of life yto 
the Canadian regiment occurred by 
reason oi the order given to charge 
by the colonel of the Cornwallis, when 
there was no reasonable possibility of 
success. That as a matier of fact the 
sacrificed by reason of the ignorance of 
lives of these young Canadians were 
an officer who was paid to know this 
business. The only redeeming feature 
of the case was that he too lost his 
life ais the result of his action.\ 
While we are at liberty to criticize 
and to draw conclusions from whai we 
see connected with the British army in 


South Africa, we are falling very far 

j; Short in our duty to oursel- 
ves if we do. not apply those 
lessons io our own case 4 4n 
Canada. 


We have in Canada military 
forees of different classes, and it is 
to be feared that we have followed 
too vlosely on the model of the British 
army in regard to the officers com- 
manding in those forces. We have 
looked upon soldiering as a play rather 
than as the most serious profession. 
We have not thought it necessary to

to go by, favoritism 
of one kind and another,not consider- 
ing it necessary to do otherwise. If it 
is necessary to have a_ military 
foroe at all,—and we spend several 
mMiluens ea yeat in Supporting such a 
force—it is necessary that the officers 
of the force showld be competent in 
profession; that it should be considere4 
ag a ‘profession, that it shon!d be stud- 
ied carefully, worked at enthusiasti- 
eally and rewarded proportionately 
to merit. There are lessons to « be 
learned from the successes of the 
Boers in South Africa. Long stand- 
ing and universally accepted military 
traditons are being ‘shattered every 
day. Either a military force is for 
the »urpose of firhting or it is for no 
purpose at all. Then if it is for the 
purpose of fighting every means should 
be taken te fit it for that (purpose. 
There should be no carelessness, g0- 
ing on the principle that it does mot 
matter, tnat military duties do not 
mean anything anyway. Kither let us 
save the money that we spend for al- 
leged military purposes; or let us be 
sure that our military affairs are in 
competent hands posted in up to date 
methods of actual warfare.

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TWINE. 

Bindsr twine is cne of the most fim- 
portant articles of consumption by the 
Western farmer, and to a very con- 
siderable by the Eastern 
farmér as well. It is an article into 
the prodwetion of which labor eaters 
to only a smali degree as compared 
with fihe cast of the raw materialiThe 
prise is, therefore, properly regulated 
by ‘the price of raw material. In the 
early days of the National Policy bin- 
de> twine enjoyed the same beaefiis 


extent, 


of high protection as other articles of 
mayrafacture, co that this article which 
only employed, say $100 worth’ of labor 
to $1,009 worth of output, reesived as 
much benefit in the matter of duties 
as another product which employed 
_ $509 worth of labor io a $1,009 worth 
‘of output. This was manifestly un- 
fair to the consumer of binder twine, 
and was unfair to the protective prin- 
ciple as well. Under that system a 
large part of the cost of binder twine 
to the farmer was represented by the 
protective tariff. The effect upon the 
farmer was plain, so direct and sofn- 
jurious as to produce a very great 
outcry against what was clearly an 
iniquity. When ihe taricf 
policy was being framed particular at- 


liberal 


tention was given to the article of 
binding twins. It was felt that this 
was an article which should reach the 
farmer at the lowest possible cast. 
Owing ‘to the fact that but little labor 
was employed in its production, it was 
also felt that the absolute removal of 
‘tke protective tariff in its favor could 


not seriously affect ‘the industria] 
‘condition of the country. It was, 
therefore, decided to make — binding 


twine free. At the same time to com- 
pensate, as far as possible, the Cana-: 
dian manufacturers of the article for 
the removal of the duty, the raw ‘ma- 
terial was admitted free of duty. As 
®. consequence, since the introduction 
of the tariff of °97, the farmer has been 
getting his binding twine at the low- 
est price at which it is offered in ‘the 
wdarkets of the world. Since that 

time, however, the cost of raw maier- 
ial has inereased very. seriously, and 
ays a result binding twine is dearer fo- 
day than it was four years ago. Itfis 
not dearer, however, ky reason of the 
tamiff, but by reason of causes which 
are beyond the control of the makers 
of tariffs. Were the tariff on binding 
twine still in existence the consumer 
would poy not less but more than he 


dosos at present, for his twine and 
with every increase in the cost of 
raw material he would iind a _ still 


greater proportionate increase in the 
cost of the manufactured article to 
pint. Whatever he pays now it is 
what the article costs and not what 
the treasury takes as taxation or the 
twine manufacturer takes as profit, 
which makes the price, as was the case 
utider the protective tariff. 

There is no question that the action 
of the liberal government in ‘regard 
to binder twine was clear cut, weil- 
defined, and essentially in the inter- 
ests of the Western farmer. That be- 
ing the case, it has become neressagy 
for the opposition to, as far as pofs- 
wible, break down in the minds of the 
farmers the good effect of this action 
ot the present government. The dif- 
ference between tke present price of 
twine and that which prevailed four 
rears ago is persistently held up to 
view, as though the farmer did not 
known that the addition of the duty 
would make an addition in the price, 
and that the removal of the duty 
makes the price lower than it wouldjbe 
had the duty remained. 

This, however, has not been the 
great point of the opposition conten- 
tion regarding binding twine. They 
have unearthed what they would like 
to have understood as a scandal in con- 
mection with the binding twine manu- 
factured at the Kingston penitenti- 
ary and sold by the government. Many 
years ago it was thonght well by the 
former government to employ the 
convicts in the Kingston penitenti- 
ary. in making binder twine, not for 
the purpose of making cheap twine, or 
for competing in the manufacture of 
twine, but simply for the purpose of 
employing the prisoners in something 
that wouid be of use, and tosome: ex- 
tent help to bear the exvenses of the 
prison. The twine when made was 
disposed of wholesale to dealers thro- 
ughout the country and the price re- 
ceived credited to the penitentiary. 
This course was continued by the pres- 
ent government. In 1898, after the 
tariff reduction had been made, war 
broke out ip the Philippines, causing 
a very, great increase in the cost éf 
the raw material of which twine is 
made. This cause? a very great jump 
in the price of ty-ine, both wholesale 
and retail. The government had al- 
ready, in the usual way. disposed of 


-ada. 


“wholesale price, which was governed 
ty the lew figures prevailing before 


the outbreak of the war. Of course, 
ths dealers who purchased at this low 


‘price took advantage of the rise in 


twine and sold their purchase at the 
very high figure thus brought about, 
and made a correspondingly large 
profit. This simple fact, an ordinary 
business transaction ,was seized upon 
by. the opposition papers, particularly, 
to discredit as far as possible, the poli- 
ey of the government in taking the 
duty off the iwine, and to make i 
appear that instead of the government 
being desirous of reducing the cost io 
farmers, they had entered into. an 
anholy combination with the rascally 
dealers for the purpose of fleecing the 
farmers in the price of their twine. 
The government had sold their twine 


= 


alt, say: Ge a lb. and the dealers’ were 
retailing-it 40 the farmers, at, ‘say 


12c a lb. Hence the government had 


ileeced the farmer cut of 6c a Jb. (for 
the beneiit of the dealer. The weak 
point in the argument is that it sas 
not the output of the penitentiary 
which fixed the price of twine. On the 
contsary the price of ‘the output of 
the penetentiary was fixed by the gen- 
erai price. It could noi be that the 
few thousand pounds manufactured in 
the Kingston penitentiary could by be- 
ing held at a high figure raise 7 the 
general price of all the twine madewr 
imported into the Dominion of Canada, 
and lyet this would have to be the case 
in order to establish the contention 
of the opposition. It is the party who 
controls the larger part of the ont- 
put of any preduct who is able to con- 
trol the price of that product. : The 
party who controls thea smaller part 
is governed by the Party who controls 
th: larger 3art. When Leiter un- 
dertook to corner the wheat market 
of ths world he did it by undertaking 
to ‘buy up the larger part of the wheat 
product of the United States. + He 
failed becamse he was not able to se- 
cure control of the larger part. Im- 
agine a dealer owning a miliion bush- 
Sls of wheat uridertaking to raise the 
price of a product f ten millions. The 
case is the same in ~he matter of the 
Kingston peniteatiary binding twine. 
Ths  governmeat controlling a few 
thovsand pounds of twine could not 
by any possibility scriously affect the 
price of ihe hundreds of thousands of 
pounds of twine made and sold in Cau- 
If they have twine to sell in 
sizall quantities they must sell it at 
th> going- price that governs the trade 
at the time. This they did, and it is 
taking for granied a lack of intelli- 
g2nce on the part of the farming com- 
munity when the opposition undertak- 
es to make that community believe 
thit the government could have, had 
thoy been ever so willing, engineered 
or been a party to a combine which 
taking advantage of the scarcity of 
twine material increased the price of 
th: finished preduct. 


In order, however, that there shail 
be ‘no mistake as io the posilion of the 
government in regard to this binding 
twine matter, and that there shall be 
no possibility of an accusation lying 
against them of combination with the 
wholesale dealers, this spring the de- 
cil ion has been reached not to seil to 
wholesalers at ail but to sell only, di- 
rect to the farmers. From one point 
of view this is not a business way of 
doaling with the matter. It shouid be 
enough that the guvernment sells the 
output of the penitentiary on the open 
murket to the highest bidder. But 
they are going further, and are us- 
ing the output of the penitentiary to, 
as far as possible, keep down the 
wholesale price of the twine by ignor- 
ing the wholesalers, selling direct to 
ths farmers, and thereby putting out, 
as far as the output of the twine wil) 
go, the wholesalers profits. The ef- 
‘ect can only be proportionate to the 
pooportion which.the output of the 
Kingston penitentiary bears to the 
whoie amount. of twine sold in Canada, 
bat whatever the proportion is the ef- 
‘oot must necessarily be in favor of 
ths farmer. The tendency is to re- 
duce the price and to break down any 
combination that may exist, but the 
gcvernment would have to go into the 
manufacture of binding twine as a 
business and manufacture the greater 
part of the amount required for con- 
‘umption in Canada before it - could 
actually control the market. 

What the government has done in 
the maiter of binding twine is that 
it has given the twine to the consumer 
withou! any cost of duty whatever, 
and it has, besides, used the output of 
tha Kingston penitentiary for the pur- 
pose of as far as possible cutting away 
ths middleman’s profit on the sale of 
twine. This is what the government 
has done. What does the opposition 
p-opose to do #? &

THE DOUKHOBORS. 


A report has appeared in a number 
of papers recently to the effect that 4 
number of Doukhobors, who arrived 
from Russia last year, in Manitoba 
and the West, have decided to remove 
to California, the supposition being 
that better inducements have been of- 
fered ‘them there than they find in 
the Canadian West. Some of the 
newspaper comments on t bis move- 
ment look upon it as something of ta 
misfortune, or a slap in the face. to 
immigration to Canada. The Bulle- 
tin declines to consider it in any such 
light. The movement of the Doukho- 
bors from Russia was not an immigra* 
tion in th ordinary, if indeed in any, 
sense of the word. They were exiled 
from Russia for what appeared to the 
Russian government to be good and 
sufficient reasons. They came to Can- 
ada because they had to go somewhere 
and where Canada was weak was that 
in order to secure their coming here, 
instead of going elsewhere, she allowed 
them special consideration and spe- 
cial privileges which should not be al- 
lowed any peopie under any circum- 
stances. They went as exiles from 
Russia, but came as _ guests rather 
than immigrants to Canada, and it 
is only natural ihat having been ac- 
cepted by the Canadian government 
and a sertion of the people at their 
own valnation they have taken that 
ais a stepping-stone upon which to raise 
still further their self-esteem; and 
the country which gave them special 
privileges in order to sscure their 
presence is not now srood enough for 
toem, even. with those special privil- 
eges, Their coming was not immijra- 
tion and their going is not emigration. 
They are a special people moved by 
special considerations, and for ihat 
very reason are in the estimation of 
the “Builetin” entirely undesirable as 
setilers in the Canadian. Norihwest. 
In the belief that the Doukhobors were 
eu'fering persecution for conscience’s 
sake, they were welcomed with open 
arms by a large section of the specially 
religious people of the West, who did 
not stop to inguire what particular 
form of belief was heid by th: Doukho- 
bors, which was considered so objec- 
tionable by the Russian government. 
The mere fact that it was objection- 
able to the Russian government does 
not by any meas prove that it isr or 
may bs acceptable tc any other civil- 
zed government; and as a maiter of 

fact, it is beginning ta appear that 
there are peculiarities about the beliefs 

of the Doukhobors whick have caused 
their stock to go down below par 
with people of evangelical faith in 

Canada. Everybody has heard, and 
nearly everybody has been horrified 
by the stories of the Russian nibilists. 


t eppeate ‘from recent eke that 
neers literature has been found in 
the possession of the Doukhobdrs_ in 
Manitoba and the Wast, and that 
this find has been a cause of some/ un- 
easiness to the authorities. This 
should not be considered  anyithing 
remarkable. The principles of the 
Boaukhobors so far as they have been 
‘explained hifthert@. are essentially the 
principles of nihilism, less the bomp 
throwing feature. The meres fact of 
a number of people being retigious 
eranks does not render them. desir- 
able as cither settlers or citizens in 
a country where intelligent citizenship 
is the basis of all that we, the people of 
this countr, consider desirable suc- 
cess. It is a mistake to allow, much 
more to erecourage the establishment 
-of auch people as the Doukbobors in 
this Northwest Territories, and ‘once 
‘the mistake is made the sooner it fs 
rectified by, their moving out, the 
better for everybody. It is to be hop- 
ed either that they will all go. or that 
those who remain will be compelléd ts 
accept the duties and responsibilities 
of Canadian citizenship.

. te: ~ Ottawa, April 10. 
Ths debate en the budget has occu- 
pied ‘the aiitention of the Housey on 
‘government days, for the past two 
weeks. The record for short debates, 
which was established in the early 
part of the session, has been altogeth- 
er destroyed by this later debate 
which, as yet, shows no sign of{reach- 
ing a conclusion. It is quite natural 
thait this should bs the important de- 
baite of the session as it involvesa @is- 
sussion of the financial condition of 
ths eountry and, as well, of the zovern- 
ment policy in regard to the raising 
and expenditure of ithe revenues. Na- 
turatly the debate hinges on the tariff 
whieh forms the question at issue be- 
tween the government and the opposi- 
tion. In setting forth the position and 
Policy of the government the finance 
minister drew attention to the excel- 
lent standing of the trade of the rcoun- 
try which showed increases along ‘al- 
mast all lines, and towards which 
inmereases, he claimed, the fiscal policy 
of the goverment of the day contri- 
buted in a marked degree. The firet 
part of his contention appeared not to 
be open to contradiction, as the opposi- 
tion freely admitted the great pros- 
arity alleged: and only produced nega- 
tive arguments hat ihe policy. of 
the goverrment had nothing to do 
with the buoyancy of trade. Such an 
argument would-be stronger coming 


hy 


from another source, for when they 


were in power they were most insist- 


, ent and persistent in claiming credit 


for the then fiscal policy of all prosper- 
ity of whatever kind throughout the 
lengitb and breadth of Canada. Not 
only so, bvt even iu their presentargu- 
ment, while declaring that the liber- 
al policy had nothing whaiever to do 
with the prosperity of the country, 
they still alleged that prosperity was 
du2 to their policy of years ago, dis- 
credited by the electors in 1896; and 
which again in strange coniradiction 
they declared that the liberals were 
still carrying out. 

There is litile that is new in the bud- 
get announcemenis of the finance min- 
ister to warrant discussion. The enly 
tari“f change is the increase of the 
British preference from 25 to 33 1-3 per 
cent or, in ofr words, from a quart- 
er to a third preference ; and a propos- 
al for free trade wiih Trinidad. Not a 
very extensive prozramwme an! one 
which scarcely fulfiils the hopes of the 
advocates ci low tariff. If the tar- 
if, as it stands, is open to attack from 
the public poini of view it is on 4he 
rround that the duties on many arti- 
cles are still above a revznue tariff 
basis. This is emphasized by the 
statement of the finance minister, 


ence declared that 231-3c per cent. 
was a fair revenue tariff rate. How 
the coal oil duties of something like 
80 per cert can be justified according 
to that standard he did not state, nor 
yet the duties on a large number of 
iron manufactures which still stand 
at 25 and 30 par cent. But these are 
not the grounds upcn which the op- 
position attack the tariff. They find 
fault with the liberals because they 
have not reduced the tariff below the 
present point; but for their own’ part 
they declare disiinctly against a low, 
and fin favor of a high tariff alicgeth- 
er. Hon. Mr. ‘Fuster in his.reply to 
the minister of finance said: “I say, 
ais a member of the liveral coaserva- 
tive party and asa lover of my coun- 
try in its industrial and trade devel- 
opment, that I believe it is essential- 
ly necessary that the principle cf ade- 
quate protection fur the industries of 
this couniry shouid be kept up here.” 
However far short the liberals may 
have fallen from the standard of a tar- 
iff for revenue only, there is no ‘mis- 
taking ‘the fact that further relief for 
the consumer is not to be had at the 
hands of the conservat*ve party under 
its present leaders. That so far from 
any possibility of a further reduction 
under conservative controi, there is a 
distinet pledge from ihe present lead- 
ers of that party in favor of increased 
rather than decreased dulies. What- 
ever hope there is for further tariff 
reductions in favor of the consumer, 
that hope fies in whatever influence 
can be exercised by parlimentary re- 
presentatives of the consumers who 
are willing to act in their interest fto 
the extent of bringing such pressure 
as may be possible to bear upon the 
government. Judging of the tariff 
policy of the two parties by the ‘posi- 
tion thay have taken rather than by 
merely what ihey say it must be ad- 
Initted that the present government 
is in favor of moderate protection still 
further modified by British prefer- 
ence, while the opposiiion sti]l adhere 
to their old policy of extreme protec- 
ton, the interests of the manufactur- 
er to be considered first, iast. always 
ard only. 

The principal discussion has been on 
the British preference feature of the 
tariff rather than ou the tariff as a 


whole. This preference having been 
increased at this session naturally 
brings it prominently: forward for 


discussion, and the opposiiicn have dis- 
played their general tariff , olicy more 
clearly in discussing this special fea- 
ture than in discussing the genera] 
tariff itself. The preference was 
Eranted to Britain for the purpose of 
promoting trade with that country. in 
the hope that if British sales to Can- 
ada coula 9e increased British pur- 
“hases fror: Canada would aiso be in- 
creased ; in other words, the prefer- 
“nee was g-anted not so much’ to sell 
‘rilish gaods in Canada as to sell 
“nalian products in England, while 
' (he same time it gave the Canadian 
“onsumer the direct benefit of low- 
cv duties on his imports from Britain. 


( 
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It is this jatier feature of the prefer- 


ential tariff to which the cpposition 


apparently take chief exception. [i is 
objectionahis ic them because it al- 
lows mc nufactured goods inio Canada 
at a low rate of duty, and the fact 
that they are British coods,—and they 
are above all the party of loyalty ‘to 


Britain,—does not effect the case in 
their eyes. Just how far they go in 


considering the new British prefer- 


ence a substantial reduction in the 
tariff may be judged from a iemark 
of Mr. Foster in his reply to the fin- 
ance minister. He says: “How is 
this going to affect the industries of 
this ccuntry? So far as I can judge 
some of the most important industries 


of this country wi'l find that the act 


operates to such an exient thai the 
tariff affordsthem little or nu protec- 
tion.” * * @ * # © &Now ihis 
additional cut of 8 1-2 per cent. will act 
in ‘two ways. It will act in the way I 
have already mentioned 2nd, besides, 
it will affect some cf the principal™ in- 
dustries of this country.” It is thus 
made clear that this feature of the 
tariff at any rate is not any part of 
the‘old protective policy, that it is not 
stolen clothes of Lhe conservative par- 
ty and that, in fact, it is opposed by 
that party on account of their 
greater loyalty io. the  Cana- 
dian manufacturer than _ to Brit- 
ish imperialism, while they have 
ont of the question altogether the 
beneiit to the Canadian consumer. 
They have not only taken a negative 
position in regard io the preferential 
policy but they have entered upon an 
actively hostile campaign against it. 
Their campaign is directed to influ- 
encing the producers of the country 
to believe that their interests have 
been sacrificed by the preference. They 
are told they should not accept the 
privilege of buying British goods 
cheaper unless Britain agrees to pay 
them more for their produce than the 
produce of other countries can be pur- 
chased for. The Canadian consumer 
ehould not buy his co.ton 8 1-2 percent, 
cheaper from Britain because the Brit- 
ish consumer will not pay 81-2 per 
cent. more for the flour which he buys 
from Canada. Whiie it would be a 

good thing if the British consumer 
would be willing to pay more for Cana- 
dian than for other products, that does 
not seem to be any reason’ why the 
Canadian consumer, when he has an 

opportunity, should not pay less for 
British than for other products. The 
more deeply the question of the pre- 


| ferential tariff is gone into the more 


Tene it is S:en to acerte from it io both’ 
the Canadian consumer, the Canadian 
producer and inter-imperial trade gent 
erally. The Canadian, and partieular- 
ly the western consumer will not find 
it a cause? of offence against the ‘tar- 
if policy of the present government 
that he buys British goods under a 
duty of 231-3 per cent as against a 
former duty of 35 per cent or over. 
This is a substantial tariff reduction 
and its effect as such has not been 
“minimized by Mr. Foster in his speech, 
therefore, it may be accepted as pro- 
portionately beneficial. to the consnm- 
er, and as a substantial cut in the 
general tariff. The weak point of the 
rosition from a low tariff point of 
view is that apparently the reductions 
have now reached their limit as a mat- 
ter of government policy, and that 
there is a united conservative party 
working consistently and openly for 
increases in the tariff while there is 
only a wing of the liberal party work- 
ing for further decreases.

A force of 3000 Boers were 
camped 13 miles away. The Canadian 
artillery had been surrounded at Vic- 
taria West, and the Rifles with other 
troops were sent to relieve them, but 
the artillery had succeeded in breaking 
the Boer ring kefore the other troops 
arrived. The rebels in the vicinity, at 
the time of writing were trying to 
get guns sent them from Modder river, 
and it was thought in camp that anfen- 
gagemenut was certain before long, 
The Rifles were used as an escort for 
609 af the Boer prisoners who surrend- 
ered to Roberts, conducting them 
across sevenf miles of mountainous 
country. The Boer casualties on the 
march were only three; they tried to 
escape. The camp at Victoria West 
wee in a sandy district where grass 
daes rot grow. The horses had to be 
fed on bailed hay. Mr. Mulien was 
not at all favorably impressed -with 
the fpart of the country he had seen. 


THE WATERWORKS SYSTEM. 

Following is a summary; of the re- 
port on the proposed waterworks 
plant, prepared by P. McNaughion, B. 
Se., Who was engaged by the board of 
works tc make the estimate. 

In making the report ihe fact was 
kept in view that the population isin- 
breasing rapidly; that the water sup- 
ply must be sufficient for maximum 
demands; and that future extensions 
can be made without sliering exist- 
ing works. 

It is assumed that the populatior 
will double evers five years. In five 
years it should be 6,000 and in ten/12,- 
609. The plant proposed would pro- 
vide sufficient wnter for shont 12 
years. The average consumption of 
werter in Canada is 80 gallons per head 
every Gwenty-fcur hours. The propos- 
ed plant would therefare, have 
pumping capaciby of 1,000,000 gallons 
every twenty-four hours. If insuffi- 
cient another pump could be added 
without alteration to the pipes. . The 


estimated consumption of water in 
Edmonton at present is 42 gallons per 
head every 24 hours. C 


Also to the excavations; the pipe 
trenches would have to be 5 1-2 ff. deep 
to esmpe freezing. At the foot of 
lith, i2th and i3+h streets .the pump- 
ing house could be most easily located. 

The tota! cost of the pumping ste- 
tion is estimated at $3,615.95. 

The pipes would have to be 10, §, and 
4 inches for mains and branches, re- 
epectively. i 

In the case of one pump and one 
boiler e stand pipe is absoultely neces- 
mary in order that the cleaning of the 
boiler and repairs to ihe pump can /be 
made without seriously affecting the 
supply. In order that a stand pipe 
may be efficient it must be of a height 
at least equal to the highest buildings 
in town. This stand pipe would be 
27 feet 5 inches high, and 25 feet in 
diameter. 3

A NEW INDUSTRY. 

0. M. Neher’s new soda water works 
amd aerated water manufactory is 
naw in full operation and quantities 
of pop, sarsaparilla, soda water, and 
gaummer drinks are being turned out 


and placed upon the market where 
their quality and the price at which 
they can be supplied by a local house, 
when freight doas not enter into the 
eonsideration, are gaining for them 4 
larze demand. The works are located 
in the open space about a plock north 
af John Oameron’s residence. The 
prowaring of suitable water was the 
first consideration and, in this con- 
nection, Mr. Neher contemplates run- 
ning a pipe from a spring across the 
river in the Mill creek ravine, to the 
mouth end of the bridge landing, 
whence it would be hauled by teams. 
This water is specially adapted for 
his purposes. All water used is first 
filtered and then carried by force 
pPamp into the generator and carbon- 
ator, where it is transformed, under 
a presaure of from 160 to 500 pounds, 
tnto a highly effervescent condition. 
Pipes then carry it to the bottling 
table, a mast ingenious contrivance,, 
and bere, from pipes ranning from 
aber monroes, fi receives its flavoring 
ingredients. At this table 800 bot- 
tles of pop can de bottled per day. In 
addition to op, sarsaparilla, etc., 
large aypkon bottles of soda water are 
put up for home or Rotel consumptiqn. 
Mr. Neher's manufactory, while yet 
an infant industry, is sufficient to 
meet the requirements of Edmonton 
and outlying towns, and is sure to 
grow with the development of the 
country and consequent increase of 
éemand. : mal ay
